Southern Pacific company has decided 
to introduce the Pintsch gas system on 
the Seventh street local trains and by ( 
the end of the present week the cars 
will be lighted with gas instead of coal 
oil as at present. Each car will carry 
a largo tank of gas -which will last 
twelve hours. The gas will be made 
from' crude petroleum at 
the yards 


and will be forced into the tanks on 
the cars by means of a pump. There ; 
will be four sixteen candle power gas j 
lamps on each car and they will give I 
a great deal more light than the ten 
coal oil lames now in use. 


The tanks are now being put under 
the floor of each car and everything Is 
expected to be in proper condi'lon by 
Friday or Saturday. 
The number of cars now used on 
Seventh street is thirty-flve and it will 
tfost the company about J500 to supply 
each oar with the necessary appara- 
tus. 
The cars will ba supplied with 
gas at the yards for the present, but 
as soon as things are in good running 
order the company proposes to run a 
a pipe containing gns from the yards 
to the mole so that the tanks can be 
refilled at the mole instead of having 
to back 
down 
to the yards. 
The 
Pintsch system is used In nearly all 
Bleeping cara and has proved a success.

During the Industrial Army 
trouLles the Citizens' Association col- 
lected $'0,000 and expended .it, giving 
the men work grading: this section of 
the boulevard. This Fection is, there- 
fore, ready for macadamizing.

•work could bo done for an amount less 
than was spent by the Citizens' Associ- 
ation for the grading. 
THE PROPERTY OWNERS HELPED 


The last City Council was Induced to 


cease its opposition to the boulevard 
and to carry out the work by the offer 
of the property owners along the first 
section to pay one-half the cost of 
work. The property owners volunteer- 
ed this offer and the council finally 
ngret'd to continue the work and pay 
the other half. 


The contract was let to the Oakland 


Paving Company for $12,000 and the 
propei ty owners have now on deposit 
$6,000 In the City Treasury. The work 
is nearly ready to be reported to the 
council as finished. 


Tho acceptance of this section will 


lead to the- early completion of. the sec- 
ond section. 
"When this is done one- 


third of the boulevard will be complet- 
el anl the great driveway along the 
wvuer f.ark of Oakland will be well 
under way after all its troubles. 


Even the partially-completed boule- 


vard is bound to become a favoiue

Rev. William Rador at the First Con- 


gregational church preached yesterady 
morning on "Christ Before Pilate"— 
Mark xv:12. He spoke as follows: 


"History is full of dramatic trial 


scenes. We think of Warren Hastings 
before the English government for more 
than a hundred days, of Tutiev before 
the Diet of worms, of Cataline before 
C'fjero and Paul before Felix. Theae 
all pale into significance when we 
think of the trial scene in the early 
April morning, when our Lord was 
ushered before Annas and Caiphas, 
then Pilate and Herod, then sent to Pi- 
late, who sends him to the cross. This 
Is an immortal picture In history. 


The Xazartne stands on the summit 


of infamy erected by Rome, and the 
world exclaims ecce Homo. 
"See from his hands, his feet, 
Sorrow and love flow mingled clown. 
I)i(1 e're such love and sorrow meet, 
Or thorns compose so rich a crown?" 
"This was revelation standing before 


reason. There was a defensive revela- 
tion, the shackled apologetic of the 
new religion. There was revelation in 
humiliation, the Son of God at the 
mercy of the mob. There was revela- 
tion in suffering, under the discipline 
of torture, and in judgment, standing at 
the bar of Rome. Every mind must 
choose for or against Jesus Christ. It 
is the standing obligation of the in- 
tellect. 
"This was the incarnation before the 
genius of civil government. 
Christ 
before Pilate! No; Pilate before Christ. 
History testifies that Christ not Pilate 
was judged. The Roman judge was re- 
inforced by the mistress of the world. 
The eagles of Rome flew further than 
the gulls of the blue Mertlteranean. 
Rome's word was the world's law. 
Before this government stood God in 
Christ. 
'There was love before law. It was 
the sun summoned to judgment by the 
glow worm, paganism judging religion. 
" 'He suffered under Pontius Pilate' 
with unspeakable cruelty. 
He was 
scourged- and then the red robe was 
thrown about Him and the thorny 
crown placed upon His head. 
That 
crown Insulted the golden dreams of 
4,000 years. That reel robe debauched 
the temple and slandered Israel. 
It 
must have moved the dust of the dead. 
It was meant to deride the Jewish Mes- 
Eianlc hope. 


THE CHARACTER OF PILATE. 
"Pilate was at once the monster and 


mystery of civil government. He was 
a politician rather than a monarch, 
and goes clown in history as a moral 
coward. 
He had conscience without 
courage and was like a gun loaded only 
with ball, no powder. Pilnte was the 
slave of the opinion of the mob. He 
thought more of public opinion than of 
conscientious conviction. Such a man 
Is always dangerous. Men ilo not need 
convictions today as much as courage. 
The vast majority of people are quite 
willing that others should voice their 
convictions. 
Pilate 
vacillated. 
To 
waver between truth and falsehood is 
the real heresy. A man may be ever 
KO orthodox, but let him waver when 
standing between the two walls of 
right and wrong and he will be crushed. 
Pilato Is not to be pitied. No man has 
any business to be a coward. Coward- 
ice is a crime. A man has no business 
to hestitate in doing right. 
"We all occupy Pilate's throne. It is 
the place of moral choice. 
"Once toevory man and nation 
Comes the moment to deckle." 
""Washing the hands with the Pacific 
ocean will not remove the stain of re- 
jection.

"What, then, shall we do with this 
man called Jesus? 
"What is the gospel, this sweet light 
which has laid Its beams on every shore 
nnd pushed its message Into all sys- 
tems. Joseph Cook, the Boston Monday 
lecturer said to me the other

•When I publish my new bpdk on the 
world's parliament of religions I will 
call It 'Sun and Candles.' As the sun 
Is related to the candles so Is this re- 
ligion related to other religions.'

Dr. Small's Interesting Discourse 


at tho Christian Church. 


~Dr. Small of X>es Moines discoursed 


on "The Worth of Man" at the First 
Christian church yesterday morning to 
a large audience. 


The new minister was at his best in 


He took 
as his text Psalms 8:4—"What Is man 
the.t thou art mindful of him?" He said 
in part: 
"Man Is a gem. rusted. Indeed, by

The wages of laborers 
are lower In Mexico than anywhere 
else on this continent, unless some ot 
the Central American States ate an 
exception. Silver monometallism is not

illustrated by the Indus- 


trial classes, ot Mexico. 


Africa has now become the greatest 


gold producing count! y In the woi Id 
The product last year was $11,400,000 
There Is a prospect that the gold pro- 
duct of that country will double in the 
next five years. 
The United 
States 


contributed last year to the world a 
supply of gold, only $3,600,000, while 
Mexico came nearly up to these fig- 
ures with $3,195,000. 
The 
gold pro- 


duct of the world last jear was, In 
round numbers, 1181,000,000. or ?2S,000.- 
000 more than in the previous year. 
The world's product of sliver last year 
was $214,000,000. The increase of this 
metal Is represented by 722,000 ounces 
According to the icport of the Director 
ot the mint, the production of gold 
and silver last year exceeded that ot 
»ny other in the history ot the woild

An Economy Dinner. 


Dr. Edward Atkinson, pC Boston, a 


well known writer on economics, re- 
cently prepared a dinner In Washing- 
ton for twelve persons at a cost of 
$3, or 23 cents tor each person. Many 
distinguished people partook of 
the 


dinner. The purpose was to 
demon- 


strate the utmost economy In preparing 
food mateilal. There wete not less than 
seven uouises. Tho 
weight 
of the 


tood when cooked, was about 60 pounds. 


Dr. Atkinson makes this suggestive 


comment' 


"Now, If you can find twelve people 


who oan eat sixty pounds of cooked 
food at a meal, you will have to go to 
the brick yards, or to the men who aie 
engaged in the hardest kind of man- 
ual work. If you take the aveiage of 
the community, sixty pounds would 
serve four families of live 
each—two 


adults and throe children per family- 
tor one day's nutrition. If you as- 
sign the whole supply to one dinner I 
do not think you can find twenty-five 
average adults In' Washington who 
would consume It all. Some part 
would be lett.

in

Aladdin 


oven In three charges with a consump- 
tion of oue quart of kerosene oil, cost- 
ing at the advanced price of three 
cents. These are facts, not theories. 
They ore sustained by many hundred 
witnesses. 


Tho calculation Is made on the basis 
of (Boston prices. 
Two llste tore 


given ol the quantity of food material 
that can be- bought In that market for 
13, 
In the second Hat, he enumera- 


ted fifteen articles that can be bought 
for $3, that would make one day's ra- 
tions for twenty-five adult men; 
but 


think* one could do better in tho mar- 
kets of Baltimore and 
Washington. 


The prices quoted are from 10 to 15 per 
oent more than would be charged In 
tho markets of San Francisco or Oak- 
land. There are thousands who are 
living comfortably, ond even elegantly, 
In the matter of food consumption, 
within the limits

But 
thora 
are

other thousands who need Just demon- 
strations as this 'writer has made. 


It Is in the Wind. 


The great event of the year is tho 


opening of the German canal fiom the 
Baltic to the North Sea. The celebra- 
tion this -week of that event assumes an 
inteniatlOTull character. For, 'while 
the canal has been const!uctecl by the 
Get man government and wholly within 
the territory of that country, all civil- 
ized nations will take some part in 
the celebration 
Some of the best ships 


of our own navy will be there, and all 
other naval poweis will have similar 
representations. 
The leading object in 


the construction of this' great ship 
canal was not primarily tho develop- 
ment of commerce, but to open a water 
way for German warships so that they 
coulrl pass by a short route from one 
sea lo another. It was a war measure 
Commerce had a secondary eonsideia- 
tlon. But enough tolls are expected 
fiom this source to ylalcl a modeiato 
revenue to the government, Geimany 
haa greatly'stiengthenccl hei naval re- 
Hourcos bv this ship canal. 


Since tho construction of Ihe Suez 


canal no artlllcial waterway ha.s been 
opened of so much national Importance 
as this Get man woik. The Manclitftter 
canal cost neaily as much money. But 
it had only a cnmmejclal chaiactei 
For some reason it has not yet met tho 
oxpcctations of its projectors. 
This 


gi-eat Gei man ship canal ,s an object 
lesson. 
It has been constructed on 


lines of economy. It has cose only about 
one-tenth ns much as was sunk In the 
Panama canal, and not more than tho 
cost of the machinery now resting: on 
the bank of that abandoned' clilch. 
There aie many reasons why tho 
French cannot Join vvlth much enthu- 
siasm In this German celebration In 
the first place, there is a great augu- 
mentation of naval powoi which might 
at some future clay be employed against 
the Fiench, aeting that tho canal would 
be the shortest route from tho Baltic 
to the coast if France. 


Moreover, anything that pertains to 


the construction of the Geman ship 
canal Is in striking contrast with the 
waste 
extra-v aA'ance and fraud that 


was associated with the Panama canal. 
Now, 
while the latter Old not at tho 


outset assume a national character, the 
investigations that followed the fulling 
did assume that character. The repu- 
tation of some of the leading men of 
that country was, involved. It became 
a matter ot national discussion In tlic 
Chambei ot Deputies French pric'ewas 
wounded. Trance had been drained to 
the extent of *300,000,000, that being the 
estimate ot the amount sunk 
Do L,cs- 


seps, who lad constiuctcd tho Suez 
canal, ittlred with the toss ot hib gioat 
reputation, and died with a cilmlnal 
sentence suspended over him. The ob- 
lect lesson Is that tho German govern- 
ment maae no mistake II accomplish- 
ed a groat public woi k at a smaller out- 
lay than a work of bitch magnitude had 
ever boon accomplished In modem 
times 
The Fiench nation, novoi lack- 


ing in polllCMioss, will be represented 
at Kiel, and whatever Is dlsaKiecablo 
will bo coveied by the veneer of court- 
esy. But there can be nothing in the 
event, to warm the heart of tho French 
nation 


Another object lesson at Kiel will bo 


for Americans. The Nicaragua cannl 
has assumed national importance That 
gieal enterprise has been cllscubsed In 
Congress, It has found a place In the 
messages of Presidents. Government 
officers have made suiveys, and Federal 
aid has been asked for its constiuctlon, 
not as a war measure, but In the Int-n- 
ost of commerce. If constructed by an

LESSONS WELL WORTH NOTING. 


Advices From the Salvation 


Camp at Bushrod 


Park. 


"Rev. "William Rader at the First Con- 


gregational church preached yesterady 
morning on "Christ Before Pilate"— 
Mark xv 12. He spoke as follows. 


"History Is full of dramatic trial 


scenes. We think of Warren Hastings 
before the English government for moro 
than a hundred days, of Tutler before 
tho Diet of worms, of Catallne before 
C'«2eio and Paul before Felix. These 
all pale Into significance when we 
think of the trial-Nsccne In the early 
April morning, when our Lord r was 
ushered before Annas and Calphas, 
then Pilate and Herod, then sent to Pi- 
lato, who sends him to the cross. This 
is an Immortal picture in history. 


The Nazarlne stands on the summit 


of infamy erected by Home, and the 
world exclaims ecce Homo. 
"S«o from his hands, his feet, 
Sorrow and love (low mingled clown. 
Did c're such lovo and sorrow meet, 
Or thorns compose so rich a crown.'" 
"This was icvelatlon standing before 


reason. There was a defensive revela- 
tion, the shackled apologetic of 
the 


now religion. There was revelation In 
humiliation, the' Son of God at the 
mercy of the mob. There was revela- 
tion in suffering, under the discipline 
of torture, and In Judgment standing at 
tho bar ot Rome. Every mind must 
choose for or against Jesus Christ. It 
is the standing obligation of the in- 
tellect. 
"This was the incarnation before the 
genius ot civil government. 
Christ 
before Pilate! No; Pilate befoie Christ 
History testifies that Chi 1st not Pilate 
•was judged. The Roman Judge was re- 
inforced by the mistress of the world 
The eagles of Rome flew further than 
the gulls of the blue Mediteranean 
Rome's word was the world's law. 
Before this government stood God In 
Christ. 
'There was love before law. It -nas 
the nun summoned to Judgment by the 
glow worm, paganism Judging religion. 
" 'He suffered under Pontius Pilate' 
with unspeakable cruelty. ,He was 
scourge* and then the red robe was 
thrown about Him and tho thorny 
crown placed upon His head. 
That 
crown Insulted tho golden dreams of 
4,000 years. Tha.t red lobe debauched 
tho templo and slandered Israel, 
It 
must have moved the dust of the dead 
It was meant to deride the Jewish Mes- 
sianic hope. 


THE CHARACTER OF PILATE. 
"Pilate was at once the monster and 


mystery of civil government. He was 
a politician rather than a monaich, 
and goes down in history as a moral 
coward. 
He had conscience without 
courage and was like a sun loaded only 
•nlth ball, no powder 
Pllnle was the 
slave of the opinion of the mob. 
He 
thought more of public opinion than of 
conscientious conviction 
Such a man 


is always dangerous. Men do not need 
convictions today as much, as courage. 
The vast majority of people are quite 
willing that otlious should voice their 
convictions. 
Pilate 
vacillated. 
To 


•N aver between tuith and falsehood Is 
the real hciosy. A man may be ever 
to orthodox, but let him waver when 
standing between the two walls of 
right and wrong and he will be crushed. 
Pilate Is not to be pitied. No man has 
liny business to be a coward. Coward- 
ice Is a crime. A man has no business 
to hestltate In doing right. 
"We all occupy Pilate's throne. It is 


the place of moiul choice. 
"Onco toevory man uncl nation 
Coinos the moment to deckle " 
"Washing the hands with the Pacific 


ocean will not remove the stain of re- 
jection, 
v 
1 What, then, shall we do with this 
man called Jesus? 
"What Is the gospel, this sweet light 
which has laid Its beams on every shore 
and pushed Its mesuago Into all sys- 
tems. Joseph Cook, the Boston Monday 
lecturer said to me the 
other 
clay, 
•When I publish my new book on tho 
woi Id's parliament of religions I will 
call It 'Sun and Candles.' As the sun 
Is related to the candles so la this re- 
ligion related to other tensions ' 
"Who IB this Christ? He spake the 
parables and the scimon on tho mount, 
lie performed miracles and raised the 
dead. He is the Saviour of the World. 
What will you do with this Christ1'

Dr. Small of Des Moines discoursed 


on "Thc Worth of Man" at the First 
Christian church yesterday morning to 
a large audience. 


The new minister was at his best In 


thc discussing of his subject. He took 
as his text Psalms 8.-1—"What Is man 
that thou art mindful of him?" He sold 
in part: 
"Man is a gem, rusted, Indeed, by 


Bin, but a gem of infinite worth in the 
sight of God. When man had to be 
rescued God himself rushed to the res- 
cue. It almost took my breath when I 
read the revised voralon of this text. 
•Thou has made them a little lower 
than Oofl,' not than angols, as the com- 
mon version has it, but 'a little lower 
than Thyself.' The highest use of the 
World's Fair waa not found in its in- 
dustrial, national and International re- 
sults, but In its demonstration of man's 
value as he stands In nature's vast ma- 
chinery hall and lays his hand upon 
nature's forces and points to feats of 
minds and hearts and brains. 
"I can tell the value of man in the 
fact that he was created in God's Im- 
age, in the pains that God has taken 
to redeem him, in the vaat possibilities 
of his redeemed nature and In the 
home that a Heavenly Father has pre- 
pared for him beyond the skies. Do we 
ever stop to thinK that everything In 
this world but man comes to It* highest 
possible growth. 
There Is first -the 
blade, then the ear, then the full corn 
in the oar,-after that, what? Nothing. 
Man is like some kinds of fruit; it takes 
him two seasons to ripen.

The Board 
of Public Works was requested to in- 
vestigate the matter and submit a re- 
port to the Council. 


Action, however, will probably be do 


ferred, as the time of the Board has 
been largely occupied during the week 
with other city business. 


The Mayor Is inclined to view the 
present method oC action with respect

Board as a commission Is expected to 
handle as very unbusinesslike. 
"It does not seem to me," ho said to- 


day, "that there is any consistency in 
this.

do certain things 'n our line of duty

That 
is all wrong.

"The present operation of the law In 


Oakland makes it a farce. 
I, as Mayor 


do a certain thine. 
Then I sit as a 


Commissioner of the Board of Public 
Works and approve that which I have 
ordered done. 
"I do not think that Is right. An- 


other thins, the Mayor is expected to be 
the chief executive head of the city gov- 
ernment. 
He is supposed to exercise 


a general supervision over the city in 
all its departments. 
Under the oper- 


ation of the law, however, he 
does 


not do anything of the kind, for he Is 
placed at the beck and call of 
the 


City Council in a thousand and one 
.ways. 
That Is another incongruity of 


this system of uniting these officials as 
a Board of Public Works.

An Economy Dinner. 


Dr. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, a 


well known' writer on economics, re- 
cently prepared a dinner In Washing- 
ton for twelve persons at a cost of 
$3, or 25 cents for each person. Many 
distinguished people partook of 
the 


dinner. The purpoao was to 
demon- 


strate the utmost economy In preparing 
food material. There were not less than 
seven courses. The 
weight 
of the 


food when cooked, was about 60 pounds. 


Dr. Atkinson makes this suggestive 


comment: 


"Now, If you can find twelve people 


who can eat sixty 
pounds of cooked 


food at a meal, you will have to go to 
the brick yards, or to the men who arc 
engaged in the hardest kind of man- 
ual work. If you take the average of 
the community, sixty pounds would 
serve four families of live 
each—two 


adults and three children per family— 
for one day's nutrition. If you as- 
sign the whole supply to one dinner I 
do not think you can find twenty-five 
average adults In .Washington who 
would consume-It all. Some part 
would be left. 


"This food could be completely and 


thoroughly cooked 
in 
one

oven in three charges with a consump- 
tion of oue quart of kerosene oil, cost- 
ing: at the advanced 
price of three 


cents. These are facts, not theories. 
They are sustained by many hundred 
witnesses. 


The calculation Is made on the basis 
of (Boston prices. 
Two liste fare 


given of the quantity of food material 
that can be- bought In that market for 
J3, 
In the second list, he enumera- 


ted fifteen articles that can be bought 
for $3, that would make one day's ra- 
tions for twenty-five adult men; but 
thinks one could do better in the mar- 
kets of Baltimore and 
"Washington. 


The prices quoted are from 10 to 15 per 
cent more than would be charged in 
the markets of San Francisco or Oak- 
land. There are thousands who arc

strations as this Writer has made. 


The great event of the year is the 


opening of the German canal from the 
Baltic to the North Sea. 
The celebra- 


tion this week of that event assumes an 
internatioiull character. For, Avhile 
the canal has been constructed by the 
German government and wholly within 
the territory of that country, all civil- 
ized nations will take some part in 
the celebration. Some of tho best ships 
of our own navy will ba there, and all 
other naval powers will have similar 
representations. 
The leading object in 


the construction of this" great ship 
canal was not primarily tho develop- 
ment of commerce, but to open a water 
way for German warships so that they 
could pass by a short route from one 
sea to another. It was a war measure. 
Commerce had a secondary considera- 
tion. 
But enough tolls arc expected 


from this source to yield a moderate 
revenue to the government. Germany 
has greatly' strengthened her naval re- 
sources by this ship canal. 


Since the construction of the Suoz 


canal no arllllcial waterway has been 
opened of so much national importance 
as this German work. Tho Manchester 
canal cost nearly as much money. But 
it had only a commercial character. 
For some reason it has not yet met the 
expectations of its projectors. 
This 


great German ship canal is an object 
losson. 
It has been constructed on 


lines of economy. It has cose only about 
one-tenth as much as was sunk in tho 
Panama cjmal, and not more than tho 
cost of the machinery now resting on 
the bank of that abandoned' ditch. 
There are many reasons why 
the 


French cannot join with much enthu- 
siasm In this Gorman celebration. In 
tho first place, there is a groat augu- 
mentatlon of naval pov/er which might 
at some future day be employed agalnyt- 
the French, seeing that the canal would 
be the shortest route from the Baltic 
to the coast of France. 


Moreover, anything that pertains to 


the construction of the Gorman ship 
canal Is In striking contrast with tho 
waste, extravagance and fraud that 
was associated with the Panama canal.

THE WORTH OF 
MAN. 


Dr. Small's Interesting Discourse 


at tho Christian Church. 


Dr. Small of Des Molnes discoursed 


on "The Worth of Man" at the First 
Christian church yesterday morning to 
a large audience. 


The new minister was at his best In 


the discussing of his subject. He took 
as his text Psalms S:l— "What is man 
that thou art mindful of him?" He said 
In part: 
"Man Is o. gem, rusted, Indeed, by 
sin, but a gem of Infinite worth In the 
sight of God. When man had to be 
rescued God himself rushed to the res- 
cue. It almost took my breath when I 
read the revised version of this text. 
'Thou has made them a little lower 
than God,' not than angels, as the com- 
mon version has it, but 'a little lower 
than Thyself.' The highest use of the 
World's Fair was not found In its in- 
dustrial, national and International re- 
sults, but In Its demonstration of man's 
value as he stands In nature's vast ma- 
chinery hall and lays his hand upon 
nature's forces and points to feats of 
minds and hearts and brains. 
"I can tell the value of man in the 
fact that he was created in God's im- 
age, In the pains that God has taken 
to redeem him, In the vast possibilities 
of his redeemed nature and In the 
home that a Heavenly Father has pre- 
pared for him .beyond the sklee. Do we 
ever stop to think that everything in 
this world but man comes to Its highest 
possible srroxvth. 
There Is first -the 
blade, then the ear, then the full corn 
In the ear, after that, what? Nothing. 
Man Is like some kinds of fruit: it takes 
him two seasons to ripen. He is not 
yet ready to be plucked. • Our prevent 
position is not our final position. No 
matter 'how much we have jrroivn, we 
have not yet come to the -height of 
our growth.' No man can grow to the 
highest possible, growth Iri this world.

"Charles Haddon Spurgeon, perhaps 


the greatest preacher this world has 
ever knov»n since the apostla Paul, had 
just dismissed his congregation of 3,000 
souls one Sunday night some years ago, 
when he spied under the gallery, lean- 
ing against one of the pillars, a little 
ragged boy. 
The great-hearted man 
went back to where he was. anil 
when he saw that he trembled in the 
presence of so much greatness, he took 
him to a seat ond sat down by his side 
and put his arm around him and said, 
'What can I do for you, my little man?' 
And when the lad saw that there was 
sympathy in his voice, for that is a lan- 
guage all can understand, his tongue 
found its speech and he said: 'Mister 
Spurjreon. s'posln' you was a little fel- 
ler like me without no mother and no 
father to love you, and no brothers and 
no sisters t oplay with, and without no 
home, and no place to sleep when it 
gets dark, and everybody a scoldln' at 
you, and no clothes to keep you warm 
when it gits cold, what would you do, 
Mr. Spurgeon, If you was like that, 
coz that's me?'

HISTORY OF THE Y. M. C. A. 
"In the year 1S37 there was an ap- 


prentice boy. sixteen years of age, in a 
dry goods store in Bridgwater, Eng- 
land. He became a real Christian. Tho 
leaven of his loving and sincere life 
spread Into the hearts of his mates, 
while his grip on customers and his 
manifest devotion to business put him 
forward in hlh employer's esteem. In 
1S41 he came 'up to London' and took 
a fcubordinnte place among 
eighty 
young men in the 
establishment of 
Hitchcock & Co., St. Paul's church 
yard. Few of his associates 
were 
Christians. 
' Tides of Immorality flowed 
about 


him. 
His handling of dry goods hin- 
dered not his hold of men. 'Not slothful 
in business, fervent in spirit, serving 
the Lord,' the country boy proved an 
adept in selling goods and saving men. 
Bridgwater fire flamed In London. He 
led his devoted comrades 
In prayer 
circles and Bible study. He fired his 
zeal and theirs by reading the kind- 
ling lectures of Oberlin's evangelistic 
prince, Charles G. Finney. 
"In those days clerks occupied rooms 
in the bulsness houses they were em- 
ployed, which custom to some extent 
still prevails in England. 
This little 
bed room grew to strait for thorn. But 
Mr. Hitchcock while able and ener- 
getic, as a man of business showed no 
signs of religious feeling. Money, not 
morals, was the spring of his life. Yet 
God softened him to the appeal of the 
best clerk he had. Their timid appli- 
cation for a place to accommodate the 
revival which had spread under his 
roof was received with a sympathy 
and tenderness, which resulted in his 
conversion to God. 
Abundant room 
was granted. 'The young men were 
thanked for their devotion to the high- 
est Interest of the growing establish- 
ment until their hearts swelled and 
their ruddy cheek* glowed.

spread to other establishments until 
a meeting held In George William's 
room June «th, 1844, It was voted to 
organize a 'Young- Men's Christian As-
